. New York, was 373g cents per 100 pounds, and 35 


cents to Baltimore. This is at the rate of 21 
cents per bushel to New York, and 1934 cents to 
Baltimore. This is the result of competition 
established by the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. 
These rates are as low as those at which grain 
has been carried by lake and Erie Canal to New 
York for several years, and occur at a season 
when navigation is still closed. There has never 
been any complaint of through rates on grain. 
What the producers have rebelled against are 
the extortionate charges on local freights. ‘The 
Congressional bill proposes to interfere with the 
rates of through freights, and to compel rail- 
roads to charge local rates on these also.

Mr. Rountree, the County Attorney, has

He will also 
endeavor to have the Senate, which rejected the 
70 per cent retirement clause, provide that 
greenbacks should be retired to the amount of 
50 per cent of the new National Bank currency. 
The House of Representatives devoted. most. of 
its time yesterday to hearing speeches against 
inflation from Phelps, of New Jersey, and Haw- 
ley, of Connecticut. Mr. Phelps said that the 
people -had asked for money and had been 
given rags., Hawley characterizes the redemp- 
tion of greenbacks as a game of three-card 
monte, it being managed on the principle of 
Now you see it, and now you don’t.”

CURRENCY, FARMERS, AND WORKINGMEN. 

It is a very singular fact that the people who 
will suffer most from the inflation are mainly re- 
sponsible for it. ,Congress is about to water the 
currency in defiance of an almost unanimous 
opposition to it by the solid men and sound 
newspapers of the country. No man who has 
any reputation throughout the country as a 
financier has asked for more shinpiasters. The 
force behind Congress, im this matter, has 
been the force of ignorance. Logan, boast- 
ing that he had learned what he knows 
about finance in the spare hours of 
two Weeks, and Morton, sneering at 
Schurz because the latter had actually studied 
the matter before speaking about it, are fit lead - 
ers for those who cry for cheap tnohey.” It 
is evident that Americans must learn by ex- 
perience the evils of a watered currency as they 
have those of watered stocas. Roughly speak- 
ing, the two classes which have apparently most 
favored inflation have\been the farmers and the 
laborers. The former have advocated, in va- 
rious resolutions, retiring the National Bank 
notes and filling their places with green- 
backs. The latter have indorsed all man- 
ner of wild-cat echemes. Boston workingmen 
are responsible for ‘the worst. They gravely 
suggested that every man ought to have the 
right to make enough money for his own use 
himself! On these two classes, farmers and 
workingmen, the burdens of inflation will press 
with especial weight. 

The farmer sells his goods on à gold basis. 
The price at Liverpool fixes the price in New 
‘York aud Chicago. He gets the paper equiv- 
alent of the gold price in Liverpool, less cost of 
transportation there. When he uses this money, 
however, to buy necessaries and com- 
forts, he pays more than the price 
in gold reckoned in paper. For the merchant 
must not only charge this but something more. 
This something more is an insurance against 
future depreciation. A dollar-note that forms 
part of a fluctuating currency may bh worth to- 
morrow 5 cents less than it is to-day. The mer- 
chant who takes the note must be insured 
against this possible loss. So he must put a 
higher price on his goods. Thus, if gold is 
110, and a coat is.worth $10 in gold, it cannot 
be bought for $11 in currency, though that is 
the precise -equivalent of $10 in gold. But 
perhaps to-morrow $11 in notes will only be 
worth $9.50in gold, The merchant must pro- 
tect himself against this possible loss by charg- 
ing $12 or $13 in currency. The extra $2 or 63 
is his insurance. If specie were in circulation, a 
farmer could bring 20 bushels of corn into mar- 
ket and sell it (allowing it to be worth half-a- 


dollar a bushel) for $10, with which hé could 


buy the coat. But if shinplasters form the cir- 
culating; medium, although corn and coat gre 
still really equal in value to each other, they 
will not exchange for each other. The corn 
‘will sell for the paper equivalent of 
$10 in gold, but the coat is held at a 
higher price, as we have already explained. To 
get it, the farmer must sell more corn. In other 
words, he must pay, in every bargain, from a 
few cents tomany dollars, for the blessed prin- 
ciple of using an irredeemable currency. 

The workingman is even in s more pitiable 
plight. What he has to sell is a day’s use of his 
muscle and skill. When gold mees and every- 
thing alse follows it, his wages are the last to 
follow suit. When gold falls, his wages are the 
firet to do likewise. Yet his pay rarely rises as 
muc as ine Sanne ies St more than

im, then. When he uses his hard-earned 
wages to buy anything, he must pay the fair 
price of the article and the extra amount that 
serves as insurance besides. Every dealer 
charges this. As he usually buys of the last of 
several dealers, he must pay the insurance that

THE STRIKES. — 
Scarcely an issue of Tuz Tripunz has appear- 


ed for gome months past in which our readers 


have not found an account of a strike in some 
part of the country. We look upon the fre- 


’ quency of these demonstrations as, on the whole, 


an evil omen. ‘There can be no doubt that in 
certain instances strikes have, for a time, raised 
the rate of wages paid to laborers in some one 
branch of industry. But there have been quite 
as many in which the strike had not even a tem- 
porarily beneficial effect; in which, on the con- 
trary, they involved a total loss both to laborers 
and employers. Statisticians find it difficult to 


say whether there have been a greater number 


of successful or of unsuccessful strikes. We 
here mean, of course, immediately any tempo- 
rarily successful ones; for, in the long run, it is 
well established that they produce only evil. 
As long ago as 1834, Harriet Mar- 
tineau wrote a work on “ The Tendency of 
Strikes to Produce Low Wages.” Stirling has 
shown that they always produce two effects, 
both adverse to the laboring class, viz.: an in- 
crease in the number of laborers and a decrease 
of capital. In the great Preston strike, which 
lasted from October to December, 1836, the labor- 


ers, it has been estimated, lost over $400,000, 
‘ while the employers lost only $250,000. In the 


Preston strike of 1853, the laborers lost in wages 
$1,850,000, their masters $835,000. In eight un- 


successful English strikes, between 1859 and 


1861, there were lost $7,850,000, of which $6,765, - 
000 were lost by the laborers in wages. How the 
wealth of the country goes to destruction during 
a strike these few figures suffice to show. 

Let us now see how it comes that the laborers 
are benefited only temporarily by the strikes 
when they are successful. It has been esti- 
mated that strikers seek, on an average, an ad- 
vance of 5 pex cent in their wages. One weck is 
nearly 2 per cent of, the whole year. If a 
strike, as Watts calculates, should last a 
month, the increased pay must con- 
tinue over eighteen months to compensate the 
laborers for their loss while the strike lasted. 
Should it last twelve months, the advance would 
have to be continued nearly twenty years to 


make up for the loss to them m wages. Ofthis 


the participants in strikes seldom ‘or never 
think. Neither do they stop to reflect—nor 
would many of them care if they did reflect 
upon it—that, during the continuance of « 
strike, habits of indolence are formed by num- 
bers of their unions,—habits which, in many in- 
‘stances, are never again shaken off. These are 


not the only miscliefs bred of them, however. 
From places where “strikes are frequent capital 


will emigrate. The strike of Norwich, in 1830, 
killed the industry of the town forever. 

It has often been foolishly agitated whether 
Governments should tolerate trades-unions and 
strikes; and this, not only in our own day, but in 
the past as well, for strikes are not a thing 
of yesterday. .
